The chem ist at the state lubora-* 
torv. where the exam ination ot the 
dog’s head was made, stated that the 
presence of rabies was very positive, 


and that it was a most advanced case. 
The head was received at the lab o ra­ 
tory about noon W ednesday, and the 
exam ination required several hours. 
1 le said the statistics showed that only 
ten or tw elve per cent, o f the people 
a ttacked by mad dogs developed h y ­ 
drophobia, but that every precaution 
should be taken with the victim here, 
as he was bitten on the arm , which is 
considered dangerous. 


At the suggestion of the Bo ard of 
H ealth, the m ayor h a s issued an o r­ 
der th a t all dogs s h a ll be muzzled for 
a period ot six week''* 
1 he oflu ( t s 
intend that this order shall be obeyed, 
as every effort w ill be made to pre­ 
vent other people and anim als trom 
being injured. 
I he d o g s which were 
bitten by the anim al suffering from 
hydrophobia 
are being w atched 
bv 
their owners as well as by the officers. 
One o f the dogs was killed this m orn­ 


ing. and it is said that several o f the 
others will probably be shot it thex 
show the least indication that they 


are affected.

He says it is raging as an epidemic 
among dogs now and that not less 
than ninety days should be the fixed 
time to keep dogs tied or muzzled, as 
th irty d ays it not sufficient fo r safety.

o f an unmuzzled dog is known, an 
affidavit w ill be filed and a fine im-

Been Galled Out. 


GOODIES FOR THE CHILD.

the Loss Following the Stopping of 


the Pumps W ill Be Incalculable— 


President Taft May Be Called on to 


Intervene in the Dispute. 


Chicago. June 3.— W ar which threat 
ens the life of the coal industry in Illi­ 
nois has been declared between the 
operators and miners. 
Refusing the 
terms accepted by the miners in other 
states, leaders of the Illinois strike 
have ordered out engineers and pump­ 
men. who had been left at work to 
guard against destruction of property 
during the suspension. 
The order is 
effective twelve hours after the opera 
tors receive the ultimatum. 
Millions of dollars are involved in 
this latest strike order. a3 many of 
the properties are known 
as “ wot ’ 
mines, and they w il’ be irretrievably 
damaged unless the pumps are kept 
running. 
The “ dry“ mines also will be 
greatly damaged when th<* supply of 
fresh a^r is shut off bj closing down 
the fans. 
In the face of the warlike move of 
the miners, the operator« decided to 
stand firm, and their position was in­ 
dorsed at a special meeting of the Illi­ 
nois Manufacturers' association, held 
in Chicago. 
Th*1 suspension is costing the manu­ 
facturers of Illinois a' 
the rate of 
$20,000,000 a year extra fuel, yet they 
decided unanimously to stand by the 
operators to the last ditch in the strug­ 
gle. 
Federal 
intervention 
may 
be 
asked by the manufacturers, and it 
was intimated that President Taft may 
be urged to do as President Roosevelt 
did in the anthracite coal strike in 
1902, when he forced the operators 
and miners to submit to arbitration. 
The Hutson Coal company of Dan­ 
ville. employing 2,000 men. has signed 
the scale. 
This is the mine owned by 
the United States Steel company. The 
scale was also signed by the Litchfield 
Coal company. 


SHE MUST PAY 


Highest Court Refuses to Grant School 


T e a ch e r Im m unity From Jud g m ent. 


Champaign, III., June 3,— The United 
States supreme court has declined to 
review the decision of the circuit court 
of appeals for the Seventh circuit 
which held that Miss Annie Kelley, a 
school teacher at Tolono. could not be 
discharged in bankruptcy from a judg­ 
ment rendered against her as the re­ 
sult of inflicting punishment on Mi­ 
chael Burke, an unruly pnpil, with a 
blackboard pointer.

Whether women earn the money 
outside of the home or whether they 
are the spenders of their husbands' 
earnings, the whole trend of the day 
is to give to them tiie handling of the 
household funds. Think of the changes 
in this regard during the past forty 
years! 
Our colleges, through this in­ 
creasing need, have the important do­ 
mestic science department, where busi­ 
ness methods in the home are taught 
as 
thoroughly 
as 
ever 
men 
were 
taught. 
This is a great step in the 
line of woman’s progress. 
All this means that a woman should 
have a stipulated income to work with 
in her home as surely as though she 
earned it outside. Of course the young 
married woman, even though she has 
studied well, has much to learn, espe­ 
cially if she has never bi'en a wage 
earner. 
And this is why she should 
keep her home on a basis of an allow­ 
ance. 
Let her begin her training w hile 
her cares are few and learn to manage 
in as masterly a manner as possible 
for two. 
One is sure to become careless if all 
she needs to do is to order supplies 
while the man of the house pays the 
bills. 
It is kind of the man to relieve 
bis wife of all that responsibility—very 
kind, In a w ay—but it is not the best 
way. 
It should be—it really is—wo­ 
man's province to run the house, and 
if she is to develop her powers and 
make a good wife and mother, a prac­ 
tical housekeeper and homemaker, this 
is the way to do it. 
All girls should 
learn business methods; then if they 
marry they are ready to share the 
cares and responsibilities of the money 
part of tlie partnership.

Uareme, a celebrated French cook, 
says of soup: “ The good housewife 
puts her meat into an earthen stock 
pot and pours on cold water in the 
proportion of two quarts of water to 
three pounds of beef. 
She sets it on 
the back of the stove. 
As the pot be­ 
comes gradually hot and as the water 
heats it dilates the muscular fibers of 
the flesh by dissolving the gelatinous 
matter which covers them and allows 
the albumen to detach itself easily aud 
rise to the surface In light foam or 
scum, wliile the osmazone. which is 
the savory juice of the meat dissolv­ 
ing little by little, adds flavor to the 
broth. 
By this simple process of slow 
boiling or simmering the housewife ob­ 
tains a savory and nourishing broth 
and a hoik'd meat, which latter is ten­ 
der and of good flavor.” 
As to the reverse way of boiling 
Careme says: “ If you place the soup 
pot on toe hot a tire it boils too soon. 
The albun-eu coagulates and hardens. 
The water, not having the necessary 
time to penetrate the meat, hinders the 
savory juice from disengaging itself, 
and the sad result is you have only a 
hard piece of boiled meat and a broth 
without flavor or goodness. 
A little 
fresh water poured Into the pot at in­ 
tervals helps the scum to rise more 
abundantly.”

A Perfum e Garden. 


It ’s the latest in gardening. “ And a 
very little space will suffice to raise 
the sweetest of the perfume plants, 
this term being understood to mean 
those plants which in their flow’er, 
root or branch furnish a permanent 
fragrance iu a form immediately avail­ 
able for use,” says a writer in the W o­ 
man's 
Home Companion. 
She says 
further; “ Lavender comes to every 
one’s mind in this connection, the 
sweet lavender of the old fashioned 
linen room and press being probably 
the most widely known of all these 
plants, familiar even to those who 
have little idea how it grows.” The 
seed is listed, but it is better, says this 
authority, to buy the plant already 
started, for seedlings do not run true 
to the variety. The lavender vera is 
the real sweet lavender. 
Give it an 
open, light, rather dry soil and full 
sunlight and fr<*e air. 
It Is shrubby and grows from two to 
three feet high. Its blossoms come In 
Ju ly and August and are exquisitely 
fragrant. Cut the flow’or stalks with 
plenty of surrounding green—the fra­ 
grance is in the green corolla and even 
in the loaf and branch—in clear weath­ 
er. in early flower, early in the morn­ 
ing before the dew is off the plant, and 
hang Immediately to dry.

7 hen dip just the edges into the darker 
shade. 
As the roses are still wet, the 
two colors will blend without leaving 
a harsh line.

Now’ hang the roses up to dry with 
the petals downward.

gether. 
But when they are partly dry 
they must be taken down and each 
little petal pulled out with the finger*, 
and the whole rose crushed gently with 
the hand to make the petals curly.

Slightly soften the bees­ 
wax until it becomes like putty, then 
press it firmly into the cracks and 
smooth the surface over with a thin 
knife. 
Sandpaper 
the 
surrounding 
wood and wTork some of the dust into 
the beeswax. 
This gives a finish to 
the wood, and when it is varnished the 
cracks w ill have disappeared. 
Putty 
1* sometimes used in the same way, 
but it soon dries and falls out, while 
beeswax will remain in practically for­ 
ever.

In 1840 the prohibition was so far re­ 
laxed as to allow cigar smoking in the 
streets, provided the lighted end of 
the cigar was protected by a kind of 
w ire cage, which was supposed to ob­ 
viate 
the

sparks. 
This was soon found to be an 
unworkable regulation, and after end­ 
less petitions the government allowed 
the smoking of naked cigars in public. 
B u t until 1848 any smoker retaining 
his pipe or cigar In his mouth when 
passing a sentry or an officer in uni­ 
form was liable to a term of imprison­ 
ment.
